The fight was continued two hours inside
the fortifleation by the Khyber Rifles in the
towers at the angles of the fort, which
wero strongly buiit of stone. The Afridis
lost heavily before they finally captured
the place.

TODEATH OVER NTAGARA

Two Men and a Boy Swept Over the
Horseshoe Falls.

PERISHED BEFORE THOUSANLS.

Frank “Weber,
Bush and Charles Glasner, of Chi-
eago, Salled In o Small Boat to Thelr
Watery Graves—=Thousands Stood Pow-
erless on Shore Watching the Tragedy.

N1acama Farts, N. Y. (Special).—A thrill-
ing tragedy was enacted in the raging
waters of the Niagara Sunday afternoonm,
and three lives were sacrificed to the treach-
erous waters of the river. About 5 o’clock
it was reported that a boat had ventured
t20 near the rapids, had been ecaught in
the swift current and was seen to be car-
ried over the Horseshoe Falls,

In & short time the river bank was lined
with persons from the hotels and Prospect
Park. Some ons descried the boat, and
the ery went up in the throng, “Therashe
goes!” The men eclung with desperate
energf to the boat, which was swept along
with lightning rapidity into the long rapids
of the Canadian side.

The boat was tossed about as il wers
paper. Then it disappeared altogether be-
tween the huge waves, to reappear again.
Noeffort was made by the occupants be-
fora they reached the swift water to stem
the course of the eraft, and it is supposed
they were intoxicated. When they reached
the rapids they must have realized that
death was staring them in the face, but
they simply clung to the boat and went
down to their fate, .

The crowds on the shore groaned and
watched the boat with its occupants with
strange fascination. :The great strong
waves pleked it up, hurled it down, and
then would pause momentarily tobe hurled
downward again toward the brink of the
eataract.

The distance from the falls to the be-
ginning of the swift water is fully a mile,
The boat was less than four minutes in
going this distance and, just befora reach-
ing the terrible plunge, eapsized. This
was the last seen of the men, and it is
supposed that their bodies were swept over
the falls. The boat afterward was seen in
the river below, but was not recovered.
An oar was found by one of the erew of
the Maid of the Mist.

No sooner had the news of the tragedy
spread than search bogan for tho persons
who were in the boat. It was Jearned that
the victims of the tragedy were Frank
Weber, of Buffalo; Warren Bush, twenty-
oze years old, of Chicago, a former em-
plove of the United States Express Com-
pany, and Charles Glasner, twenty-nine
vears old, of Chicago, employed by the
United States Express Company. They
hiad been camping on the banks of the
Niagara River, with several companions.
On the fatal day they bired a small boat at
La Salle and started to row across the Ni-
agara River to the Canadian shore.
